QfEEEC, Can., Sept. 'JO.— A landslide oc- 


cmvetl from the face of Cup-j TX'amD i J, 
low the citadel, at twenty m nutes past 7 
Thursday evening, crushing the houses be- 
neath it and imprisoning the inmates below. 
The debris was piled to a height, in some 
cases, of from twenty to thirty feet over the 
houses which stand below. The extent of 
tbo disaster, from present indications, will 
fall little short of that which occurred on 
nearly tbe game epot May 17, 1841, when 
eight buildings were destroyed and thirty- 
two persons killed. 
In I!N>;: several others 


were killed half a mile further up the street 
byasirmlar avalanche of rock; still the 
warnings were disregarded an 1 people con- 
tinned to build and to take up their habita^ 
tions immediately b-Jow tho overhanging 
ma.-*ses of rock that jut out in front of the

Cause of the Calamity. 


Two feai fill days of rain and fl >od suc- 


ceeded^ig a month of dry weather filled the 
?revices of the soil immediately below and 
I eye nd the 'oat hern extremity of JJuiTerin 
ternice, an 1 at 7:^0 p. in. an o-ionuoiis mass 
was detarhc 1 from the cliff and hurled as 
with the noUe of many thun lt/r.s, slowly and 
niaj* sticallv at fijs% l.ut rapidly increasing 
in imni^ntnm through irs slide of a couple 
of luiubed feel over the retaining wall, 
pushing half n doz-n houses out of its way 
and crushing mcut of them beneath its 
weight as though they had b;eu so many 
I a per boxes. 


Some of those who saw the slide were 


.-landing at the doors of their houses and 
were too paralyzed 
U> mov« out of )ts_-nay. 


Others ran to a place of safety.*- The 'debris 
of rock tided up tho narrow street to the 
depth of some thirty feet an 1 cut off all com- 
munication between the portions of the city 
north anJ south of it. 


Srarcliins fortlie Dead and Dylnj;. 


On the wharv -s behind where the houses 


had stood scattered timbsrs find the earth 
and rook that partly covered them were 
mingled with hu^e piles of coal that 1-,-ft lit- 
tle passage way b-tween them and ttje river. 
TLe river policemen, whose station is close 
l.r, nnd the city pslice from Chnmplain 
market were among th* fir=t to ru^h to the 
relief of the imprisoned, the wounded, and 
t'-i2 dying -nff-Ters. 
As soon as an idea 


was obt-iined if the estent of the disaster 
tli 3 whcle force if municipal polk-e was 
t.irned out to render assistance and Chief 
Vohl applied to B battery at the citadel for 
n=.-Utanco. 
A strong force of the military 


under connnruid of Mnj. Wilson turned out 
to aid in the removal of the debris. Fire 
broke out almost immediately in some of the 
ruins, but the brigade, when summoned, 
soon extinguished the flames and set to work 
to a-si.>t in tite search for thj dead and dy- 
ing.

A large number of persons are st 11 missing 
and there is no doubt but that they are be- 
neath the ruins and so deep dow n that they 
will all Le dead before they are reached, 
Tue loss sustained by the surviving victims 
of the disaster is almost tota'. 
In addition 


to their home.-, most of the sufferers who are 
workingmen Install their summer earnings. 
Tne injured have been removed to the Hotel 
Dien where they are reC3iving all possible 
care.

A Herculean Task. 


Tbe work of rescue was pursued unceas- 


ingly throughout the night and still goes on 
with unabated vigor, but the task is one of 
gigantic proportions.

Cauldwell, niece of Mr. Black, was extri- 
cated, life was almost extinct. Sho is seri- 
ously hurt. The next person reached was 
Mr. Thomas Berrigan, whose wife had been 
taken out dead. He was badly shattered .'and 
is in a critical condition. Then came a boy 
of S years, name i Berr.gan, with his left leg 
crushed. Mis. Black was next taken out 
unconscious aud remained so five hours. She 
is badly hurt. 


A Complete Stoppage of TrutfiR. 


As the bodies of tbe dead and injured were

At the sc-jne Fri lay m >rning thou- 
sands of curious spectators blocked the nar- 
row street and made it a tlimr*ulr ta=-k to 
move in any direction, there being but the 
one narrow si reel b?tween tbe rook and the 
river.

Badly Disfigured Bodies. 


Tbe shipping office in tho Dominion gov- 


ernment building has been turned into a 
temporary morgue, and at this writing over 
twenty bodies lie iu it. It is difficult to 
identify some ot them, so mucb have they 
been disfigured nnd crusliad.

Only one or two are thought to be fatally 
injured.

NEARING AN END. 


Tlie Strike of the Indiana lllock Coal 


Miners lit lErazil. 


BIHZIL, Ind., S-pt. '». —The strike of the 


Indiana block coal miners is near its end. 
For two or more weeks post "blackleggiug" 
in the ditT-rent mines has increased until 
now lifty-h've are at work in tho Jumbo 
mine at Km^htsvillo, fourtei'ii in No. 10, six- 
teen in No. S, t\M.-lvu in tlie Nickel Plate, 
Ind eight m Crawford's, all at tlie operators' 
reduction from s.> and !K) to 70 cents. Thurs- 
day No. S mine-is vote 1 unanimously to go 
to work next Monday. No. 8 has a capacity 
of2jO men. Perhaps ].TO of their number 
are yet at tho mines, notwithstanding five 
months' idleness. 


Terms of Settlement. 


The terms are that the operators remit all 


rents during tlie strike, reduce rents corre- 
spondingly to tlie 
reduction in mining, 


furnish powder at $-! a keg. 2o per cont. re- 
duction of coal for miners' use, also M per 
cent, reduction in pick sharpening. 
Mean- 


while the executive committee has called 
meetings to take action in reference to black- 
legging. Nearly tJO per cent of their num- 
ber wure blackle^ging bofore the No. 8 
miners determined to go to work. 
To offset 


this the committee issujd a permit last week 
for all op-rators to start who would pay 
last year's scale but did not wish to sign the 
yearly scale. 
This failel. 
Some violence 


has been attempted, but this also failed. 


The Miners' Nutiniinl Trade Assembly. 
AVit.KKsnAHRE, Pa., Sept. 20. — Tho na- 


tional trade assembly of tho Miners' United 
States Legion held its second day's session 
here Thursday morning. Master Workman 
Pioe, of Pittsburg, made nn aggressive ad- 
dress in which he said miners would continue 
to be the most ill-paid body of ivorkingmen 
in the country until they learned tho value 
of organization. 
Secretary Pellrnan 
re- 


ported that it cost $50,000 to run the assem- 
bly last year; hut Lo said the investment 
was a good one. 
Favorable legislation had 


beeu brought about by the executive com- 
nutte in 
five of the western states, while 


many concessions had been received from 
employers. 
These concessions ng^regated 


$400,000 during tho year from July ISYi to 
August iss'j.

place. Tho parade of the Italian soi-ieties, 
under tho anspiops of tho "Societ i Italiana 
di Beneficiuza,'' started at 10 o'clock. 


What Consul General Iliva Said. 


The 
utmost excitement 
showed itsjlf 


among the members of the different 
Italian 


lodges throughout the city because of the ac- 
tion of Consul General Riva in declaring 
that "any who marched in this parade were 
traitors." O.io of the most prominent mem- 
bers ot the society said that fully 3,000 would 
hove participated in the parade, but for tho 
fear of incurring th9 consul general's dis- 
pleasure. As it was some twenty organiza- 
tions were represented. A squad of police- 
men headed tho paradors followel by a num- 
ber of carriages containing the officers of 
the various societies. 
Fifteen children with 


emblems and Hags came next. The military 
and veterans of the late war made a fine dis- 
play. 
Their uniforms were gorgeous.

Tho first words of a quarrel, which are gen-

Tho Inventor of I lie Onitmio. 


St. Philip Xen, to whom u -.1:11110 is to be 
iiised in Konu.was, according to tradition, a 
reat mirael(< worker, but his claim to our 
rutoful consideration hi-, in the fiict that ho 
as the real inventor ot tlie oratorio. Ho 
'as born in 101.") in Florence, and about 1001 
onserrntecl as a priest at Koine. When later 
e founded a congregation of priests at Home 
e used to explain to them biblical histories, 
nd in order to raider tliesu entertainments 
ttraetive ho permitted hymns and psalms to 
o sung between the intervals of his teachings, 
nd exhortations. At length he. dramatized 


sacred stories, writing them in verse mid set- 
ting them to music, in the lasliiou of hymns. 
The choruses, written in four parts, were in- 
terspersed with solos, ami the pluys were- di- 
vided into two parts. 
Tho sermon was deliv- 


ered after the first part, and thus tln> contin- 
ued attention of tho congregation was as- 
sured, for nono would loavo beforo hearing 
tho second partof this pi imitive form of ora- 
torio,—Uoston Times. 


The, Milan and Vegetation. 


The influence, of tho nifxin upon vegetation 


is very feeble compared with that of tho euu, 
but it is established. Professor Lindley says 
that possibly tlie screens which are drawn 
over hot houses at night to prevent lo.ss of 
heat by radiation, may produce some injury 
by cutting off tho rays of tho moou, which 
nature intended to fall upon plants as much 
as the rays of tho sun. Agaiu, M. Duchalio, 
a French scieutiht, a few years ago experi- 
mented on the sprouting and germination of 
seeds iu moonlight instead of sunlight. 
He 


subjected the.seedlingsof lentils, vetches, etc., 
to its influence. When tho seeds bad sprouted 
ho put them in a dark place and kept them 
there for a time, so that the stalks grew sleu 
der and of a yellowLli white. Afterward ou 
three nights, when there was clear moon- 
light, he exposed them for six hours each 
night. He found that tlio stalks at once 
turned toward and followed tho moonlight 
just as many plants turn toward and follow 
tho progress of the sun through tho heavens. 
In hot countries it is well known that vege- 
tation is largeli- dependent upon the moon. 
West Indian planters nfHrm that tlio growth 
of the sugar eane is tyvico as great during 
moonlight nights as when there is no moon, 
an assertion which has been repeatedly 
proven.—New York Telegram.
